A pro-
cession of freedmen, with banners and musie,
marching towards Camilla, were stopped some dis-
tance out by a deputation of citizens, who de-
manded that they stould give up thelr arms before
entering the town., This they refused to do, and
continuing their way parnded through the strects.
An intoxicated eitizen firod Into the procession,
whon the freedmen wre suld 1o hwve retarned the
fire. The eltizens then rallled in force, attacked
and dispersed the freedmoen, killing thivey-tive and
wounding many more. The killed snd woundod of
the freedmen wmounted o706 or 10, The loss to the
olitizens was five wounded.

It s known the negroos are asrmed throughiout the
State, but Lthe whites have no serious fears of dis-
turbnnoes if the negroes arce not preclpitated luto
riots through vielent nppenls to thelr pussions.
